into orbit and lands instruments 
on the moon this year. 


Von Braun m ade the observ a­ 
tions after warning that the United 
states should not expect wonders 
from the 113-million-dollar budget 
boost giv en to the space explora­ 
tion Monday by President Eisen­ 
hower. 


The German-born space scientist 
said the accelerated program will 
mov e the United States ahead a 
year in 
its rocket booster pro­ 
gram . But the Sov iet Union, he 
added, will still be sev eral years 
ahead in space exploration. 


He was asked bv m em bers of 
the House Committee on Science 
and Astronautics when he thought 
the Sov iet Union would achiev e 
manned orbital flight and a soft 
landing of delicate instruments on 
the moon. 


" I w’ould not be surprised,” he 
said, "if they did these things this 
year.”

It initiated instead a deficien­ 
c y pa y m e n t plan which wall pe r­ 
m it prices of hogs to find their 
own level in the m ark et. 
T hese pay m en ts will b e lim ited 
to “ re giste re d ” hog producers and 
to total m ark etin gs of 1,000 head 
pe r fa r m e r annually.
